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CANADA FACES A WOOD -FUEL FAMINE 

NEXT WINTER

ARE YOU one of the Canadian householders who burned fences, * *ors, 
/ Vaml even flooring to keep warm in this winter's sub-zero weather? 

Or perhaps you are one of the lucky ones who just managed to scrape 

through? 

In either case, you will want to he prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 

The shortage already has affected many communities • . * total stocks of 
dry wood are nearly exhausted ... in some places the imall supply of green 
wood cut for next winter is being used now to meet the present emergency. 

Throughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far from where it is 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens. 

The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected com- 
munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engaged 

in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 

will bi* adopted: 

- 

A subsidy of 51.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted Un and cut on or before 
June 30, 1943, and held to dealers' account on that date. 

■ 

The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul- 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to ^contract for fuel-wood at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from ; f 
the Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies. 

The Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer's . 
cost all commercial grades of fuel- wood on which a subsidy 
of $1 per cord has been paid and which are still in dealers' 
hands as at May 31, 1944, 

Assistance will be given in providing priorities for necessary 
equipment. 

Farmers oow on the farm, and who leave the farm temporarily 
in response to this appeal to engage in fuel-wood cutting, will 
be deemed by National Selective Service co be carrying o«t 
their regular occupation as farmers and will be given all lb* 
right* of deftrmrot of military acrvicc which such an occupa- 
tion now carries. Such temporary abacace should oot, however. 
interfere with agricultural production.

People who think the "re-building" of the 
economic order is not in their interests should 
.consult a psychologist The psychologist would 
tell them that they will find increasingly the 
happiness and sense of security which every 
human being craves in an increasing sense of 
.solidarity with "the masses." Even in poverty 
there may be a sense of security. Happiness 
€owes as we identify ourselves .with others and 
the welfare of others. 

Thus when the Archbishop of Canterbury' 
enunciates a program -of social reform he is not 
joing beyond the realm of religion. He is giving 
practical advice about the achievement of human 
happiness. And he is following in the tradition of 
Christ, who once aovised a man to seek happiness 
by giving all that he had to the poor. . 

iiere are the Archbishop of Canterbury's six 

points: 

(1) Every child should find itself a member of 
a family housed with decency and dignity, so that 
if may grow up in a happy fellowship, unspoiled 
fay underfeeding or overcrowding, by dirty or 
drab surroundings, or by mechanical monotony 
in environment. 

(2) Every child should have the opportunity 
«f an education till years of maturity. This 
education should be inspired by faith in God and 
find its focus in worship. 

(3) Every citizen should be secure in possession 
mt such income as will enable him to maintain 
« home and bring up children in such condition 
as described in paragraph (1). 

(4) Every citizsn should have a voice in the

must all participate in and it is something that 
we must do "right in the corner" where we are. 
This is the place and now is the hour. We mustn't 
fence with the familiar argument: "It is a good 
thing but this isn't the time." 

The new world— not a permanent new world,

MUST PRODUCE 
FOR BRITAIN 
SAYS WATSON 



The seventh annual seed fair, 
under the auspices of the York 

County Crop Improvement Asso- 
ciation, was held on Friday, when 
th c Aurora Agricultural Society 

acted o3 host. 

While the number of exhibits 
was down a little, there was a fine 
quality of seed on display and 
bidding was keen on the five 
bushel lots of registered seed 
which were auctioned off. one lot 
of oats selling at $1.40 per bus., 
while the average was $1.20. 

In the afternoon, "W. P. Watson, 
assistant director of the Ontario 
livestock branch, addressed over 
iOO farmers on the subject of in- 
creased production on rationed 
proteins. Mr. Watson said that we 
have an "obligation in production 
of foodstuffs for Britain." He 
expressed pleasure that a survey 
of the province by a sort of Gallup 
poll showed "20 percent increase 
In swine breeding and fewer losses 
:eported in little pigs." 

The speaker explained how the 
increased production program is 
creating a shortage of protein- 
rich feeds, so that the manufact- 
urers ace virtually rationing them 
to their dealers. Growing of flax 
and soybeans are one way of 
helping overcome this shortage.

In cither case, you will want to be prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 

The shortage already has affected many communities . . . total stocks of 
dry wood are nearly exhausted ... in some places the *mall supply of green 
wood cut for next winter is being used now co meet the present emergency. 

Throughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far from where it is 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens. 

The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected com* 
munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engaged 
in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 
will be adopted: 

I A subsidy of $1.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all t 
commercial fuel-wood contracted (or and cut on or before 
June 30, 19*5, and held to dealers' account on that date. 

2 The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel- wood, particul- 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to contract for fuel-wood at locations outside, the 'area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
the Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies.
